Copy of letter concerning typhus fever and consular notification. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
Washington, March 16, 1892. 


Sir: By request of the Supervising Surgeon-General of the Marine- 
Hospital Service, I beg leave to invite your attention to the present 
epidemic of typhus fever at New York, the said disease having been 
introduced January 30, 1892, by means of the steamship Massilia, said 
vessel having taken on board a band of 1,538 Russian and Polish He- 
brews at Odessa, Russia. The Surgeon-General states that, although 
from time to time within the last six months a number of deaths from 
typhus fever have been reported by the United States consuls abroad, 
in their weekly reports, which have been duly published in the As- 
STRACT OF SANITARY REPORTS, no official information has been received 
from Odessa, or any other Russian port, announcing the prevalence in 
epidemic form, or to an alarming degrte, of typhus fever; and, at his 
suggestion, I have respectfully to request that the several United 
States consuls and consular agents at Odessa, Riga, Warsaw, Moscow, 
Batoum, Cronstadt, Liban, Revel, Rostoff, Taganrok, and Wyborg be 
directed to forward immediately a special report concerning the exist- 
ence of this dangerous disease, and that their attention be specially 
called to the law of April 29, 1878, and to the Consular Regulations 
based thereon, paragraphs 333-335, and particularly to the provision 
directing the use of the cable, when necessary, to convey information 
of any epidemic disease.

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STATEMENT. 


Aside from the reports as above published, no special official reports 
have been received at this Bureau within the last year concerning the 
prevalence of typhus fever in an epidemic form, or to an alarming ex- 
tent, from: any consul or consular agent in Russia or any other foreign 
country. Neither have any consular reports been received with re- 
gard to the steamer Massilia. No delay is permitted in the dissemina- 
tion of necessary information when received at this Bureau, the tele- 
graph being freely used, as has been frequently done within the last 
year, messages being more frequently directed to the ports of New 
York and Boston, and relating chiefly to vessels expected to arrive 
with cargoes from Turkish ports in the vicinity of which cholera has 
prevailed.

BRAZIL—Ceara— Yellow fever.—Month of January, 1892. Popula- 
tion, 35,065. Total deaths, 133, including 2 from yellow fever. 

Santos— Yellow fever and smallpox.—The United States consul, under 
date of February 2, reports 279 deaths from yellow fever and 26 deaths 
from smallpox during the three weeks ended January 30, 1892. 

CuBA—Cienfuegos.—Month of February, 1892. Population, 20,000. 
Total deaths, 69, including yellow fever 3 and enteric fever 1. 

Havana.—Under date of March 4, 1892, the United States sanitary 
inspector reports as follows: 

There were 517 deaths in this city during the month of February, 
1892. Ten of those deaths were caused by yellow fever, 9 by enteric 
fever, 1 by bilious fever, 4 by so-called pernicious fever, 3 by paludal 
fever, 5 by diphtheria and croup, 9 by the grippe, and 1 by glanders. 
Four of the 10 deaths from yellow fever occurred in the military hos- 
pital. The weather is variable, but cool, dry, and dusty. 

EcuaDoR—Guayaquil— Yellow fever.—Under date of February 27, 
the United States vice-consul-general reports 31 deaths from yellow 
fever during the two weeks ended February 21, 1892. 

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 28 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended February 27 
corresponded to an annual rate of 23.4 a thousand of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 9,405,108. The lowest rate was 
recorded in Croydon, viz, 14.2, and the highest in Burnley, viz, 34.0 
a thousand. F 

London.—One thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 68; scarlet fever, 16 ; 
diphtheria, 30; whooping cough, 69; enteric fever, 7; and diarrhcea 
and dysentery, 17. The deaths from all causes corresponded to an 
annual rate of 22.4 a thousand. Diseases of the respiratory organs 
caused 461 deaths. In greater London 2,261 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 20.5 a thousand of the population. 
In the ‘‘outer ring’? the deaths included diphtheria, 12; whooping 
cough, 17 ; and measles, 7. 

Newcastle-upon- Tyne.—Two weeks ended February 20, 1892. Popula- 
tion, 192,205. Total deaths, 166, including diphtheria 2. 

Sunderland.—Two weeks ended February 20, 1892. Population, 
132,839. Total deaths, 93, including enteric fever 1 and scarlet fever 3. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended February 27, in the 16 principal town 
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districts of Ireland, was 33.3 a thousand of the population. The lowest: 
rate was recorded in Londonderry, viz, 12.6, and the highest in Galway, 

viz, 75.6 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 265 deaths were regis- 

tered, including enteric fever, 4; scarlet fever, 2; measles, 3; typhus, 1; 

and whooping cough, 8. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended February 27 corresponded to an annual rate of 22.8 a thou- 
sand of the population, which is estimated at 1,447,584. The lowest mor- 
tality was recorded in Leith, viz, 12.6, and the highest in Greenock, 
viz, 25.6 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from 
all causes was 635, including measles, 16; scarlet fever, 2; diphtheria, 
9; whooping cough, 24; and fever, 5. 

GuUIANA—Paramaribo.—Month of January, 1892. Population, 28,221. 
Total deaths, 92, including typhus fever 1 and diphtheria 1. 

J AMAICA—Kingston.—Under date of February 20, 1892, the United 
States deputy consul reports 1 case of yellow fever as having occurred 
in the garrison on the 17th instant. 

NETHERLANDS—Amsterdam.—Month of December, 1891. Popula- 
tion, 417,542. Total deaths not reported. Enteric fever caused 3 
deaths, scarlet fever 1 death, and diphtheria 14 deaths. 

Sr. HELENA.—Three weeks ended January 22, 1892. Population, 
3,900. Total deaths, 4. No deaths reported from contagious disease. 

TURKEY IN AstA—Syria—Disappearance of cholera.—Under date of 
February 17, 1892, the United States consul reports that there were 
no new cases of cholera and no deaths therefrom in the vilayets of 
Beirut and Syria during the week ended on that date. 

West InpIES—Trinidad.—Three weeks ended February 6, 1892. 
Population, 189,566. Total deaths, 97. No deaths from contagious 
disease.
